relations director for Lutheran 
Churches told members of the Al- 
bany Soroptimist ‘Club at the 
Wednesday luncheon, 

Speaking on “Displaced Persons,”

| Col. Meinzen pointed out that in 


April, 1949, there were some 16,- 
000,000 persons in Germany with 
the D.P. classification, Of this:num- 
ber, Canada has taken about 4,000,- 


000 and Australia and South Amer- 


}ican countries many more. 


“The United States has fallen 
behind in accepting D.P.’s,” he said, 
“because of more rigid regulations.” 

Col. Meinzen, a retired Army of- 
ficer amd recently returned from 
Germany after a year's study of 
post-war conditions, said three pro- 
visions are required for getting D. 
into the U. S. They include
